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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' communication paper dated 7/1/03 is acknowledged. Applicants have 

cancelled claims 1-14, and added new claims 15-25 to add clarity to the claimed 
invention. Therefore, the claims under consideration are the claims 15-25 which are 
renumbered as claims 1-11 respectively. 

2. The closest prior art reference Bigham et al (WO9414780, also cited as Chemical 
Abstract DN 122:160666)teaches derivatives of pyrimidinde, pyridine, pteridinone and 
indazole with a core:" Substituted phenyl-Heterocycle(=pyrimidine)-piperazine wherein 
4-position is substituted by alkyl group". See Compounds I & II on page 1 of the above 
recited Chemical Abstract as. Additionally, the ref. 780 also teaches the utility of the 
compounds which are enzyme inhibitors and exibit binding for NO synthase for treating 
neuronal NO synthase. The ref. 780 differs from the instant invention by not having a 
core:" Carbazole-X-Y-phenyl-N+C(B)-NH2 wherein X,Y can be bonds or alkylene or 
alkylene with additional heterocycle, and B is heterocycle or non-heterocycle or an 
aliphatic bridge in nature". 

3. The ref. 780 does not indicate or suggest to arrive at the instant compounds. 

4. Therefore, the claimed invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
